He alſo commanded Eblis, as well as all the 
other Angels, to adore the Man whom he had 
created : But this haughty Aſpirer, ſeconded by 
a Troop of his own Gang, refus'd his Obedi-- 
ence, and fo was deſpoil'd of all his Sovereignty. 
For this Reaſon he had the ſeveral Names given 
him of Da, or Refractory; Sheithan; or Sa- 
than, which ſignifies, a Detradter 3 and Eblis, 
or Deſperate ;. for his firſt Name was Hareth, 
which ſignifies, a Governor, or Guardian. 
Peri, in Perſian, ſignifies the fine, or hand- 
ſome Species of theſe Creatures, who are neither 
Men, Angels, nor Devils ; which the Arabians- 
call Jin, and we uſually Zobgoblins and Spi- 
rits, Thoſe Peri, in the ancient Perſian Ro- 
mances, are the ſame which we call Furies; they 
aſſign them a particular Country for their Habi- 
tation, which the E ers People call Jiniſtan, 
and we Fairy-land. I here is ſome Reſemblance

ʒjects into Three Claſſes... The Firſt of which 

"XX was that of the Soldiery ; the Second compre- - 
hended the Husbandmen ; and the Third con- 
liſted of thoſe who ſtudy'd and profeſs d the ſe- - 
veral Sciences and Mechanic Arts. . 

It is alſo ſaid, that Lime and Plaiſter, public

Kay Kaws was a Prince fo addicted to Aſtro» 
nomy, that he erected two large Obſervatories ; 
one in Babel upon the Euphrates, and another 
upon the Tigris, in the Place which now bears 
the Name of Bagdad. Several Hiſtorians make 
him er with David and Salomon, 
and allow him a Reign of 150 Years. * 

The Tarikh Montekheb tells us, that Kay Rau- 
put his Son Siaveſb to Death, upon a bare Suſ- 

icion which he had of his Familiarity with his 
113 Saudabah ; but Khondemir re- 
lates the Story quite another Way. He reports, 
that Kay Kaus, waging War with Zulzogar King 
of Feman, in that Part of Arabia which lies be- 

ond the Perſian Gulf, was inform'd that his 

nemy had a Daughter who was tranſcendently *# 
beautiful, which induced him to offer his Ad- 
verſary Peace, upon Condition he would give 
him his Daughter in Marriage; and this was 
that Princeſs whom the Perſians call Saudabah. * 
The Father, who deſir'd nothing more than to 
be rid of ſuch a Gueſt, preſently ſent his Daugh- ® 
ter to his Haram, or Seraglio. B 

So ſoon as Kay Kaws had the Lady in Poſſeſ- 
ſion, he minded nothing but to ſpend his Time 
in Revels and Feaſting, abandoning himſelf in his 
Camp to all Kinds of Delights, and never 
conſidering that he was in his Enemy's Country. 
All this Zulzogar, who had not given his Daugh- - 
ter to Kay Kaus but only to deliver his Country i 
from ſuch troubleſome Gueſts, and finding that 
they never thought of ſtirring, took hold of the 
- Opportunity, and fell with his Army upon the 
Perſians, drown'd in Delights and Jollity, that 
| he.

he ſurpris'd them all together, and took the 
King, with all the Lords of his Court, Priſoners. 
But Reftam, who lay in Perfia with the reſt 
of the Forces of the Kingdom, having Intelli- 
gence of Kay Kaws's Misfortune, haſten'd into. 
Arabia to ſet the King at Liberty. Upon which 
Zulzogar, ſenſible that he could not withſtand 
the Arms and Valour of Ræſtam, thought it high 
Time to ſue for Peace, and offer'd to give the 
King and all his Lords their Liberty, if they 
would but forthwith quit his Country. And his 
Offers being accepted, Kay Kaws evacuated 
28 carrying away nothing but Saudabab, 
is Wife, for the whole Booty of his Expedition. 
This ſucceſsful Enterpriſe of Roffam. won 
him ſo much Reputation in Perſia, and fo great 
Credit at Court, that the King could not refuſe. 
him the Title of Generaliflimo of his Armies ; 
which he conferr'd upon him, together with the 
Taj, which is a Tiara imbroider'd with Gold, 
which only the Kings of Perſia are accuſtom'd 
to wear ; granting alſo the Privilege of giving 
his Audiences, ſeated upon a gilded Throne; 
and, to compleat his Favours, gave him alſo the 
Sur-name Hemten, his inſeparable Friend and 
Companion, | 
Rsftam, after he had received all theſe Hon- 
ours, left the Court and departed into the Pro- 
vince of Segeſtan, where his Patrimony and In- 
heritance lay, and where he brought up one of 
the King's 2 whoſe Name was Siaveſb, born 
of another Mother different from Saudabab. 
This young Prince was extremely amiable, not 
only 4 his Beauty, but alſo for the Sweetneſs 0

(whom ſome will have to be Princes of the 
Country, left there by Alexander the non ei- 
ther underwent a like Fate with young Arde- 
van, or followed the Fortune of Aradſbir. 
King Ardevan, hearing theſe unwelcome Tid- 
ings, marched with all his Forces to Eſtethar; 
but he was no more fortunate than his Son, 
for he loſt both the Battle and his Life.

There is one Particular, yet ſtranger than this, 
reported of him; That in theYear 283 of the Hej-

That 
ſame Year; Aleppo was taken by Hulaku, and 
Malec Aſbraf was beſieged and killed in the 
City of N by the Tartars,——Of al 
theſe Succeſſors of the Glorious Saladin Men- 
tion is made in the Hiſtory of thoſe ill-adviſef 
Expeditions, called The HOLY MARS. 

I ſhall conclude with ſome farther Account 
of Saladin from different Authors, Aben Athir 
writes, that Saladin, after he had taken from 
the Franks the ſtrong Caſtle of Panias in Upper 
Galilee, and well ſupplied it with Ammunition, 
Proviſion and a ſtrong Gariſon, he went to 
Damaſcus, at that Time the Capital of Hria, 
during which Journey he loſt a Ruby of great 
| Value off his Finger in a Way full of Buſhes 
and Shrubs, and did not miſs it *till he was at 
a conſiderable Diſtance from the · Place; but, 
- ſending ſome of his Servants they found it ac- 
cording to his Directions, contrary to the Ex- 
pectations of his Courtiers, who from thence 
drew a Prognoſtic of the future Good-Fortune 
of the Soltan in all his Enterpriſes. He is allo 
commended for puniſhing Shehabeddin, a famous 
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Doctor, who, being a Perſon of Wit, gave him- 
ſelf too much Liberty, and grew ſtrangely ex- 
travagant in his Notions of Religion. They 
do likewiſe highly commend his Modeſfy, that, 
having arrived to that Height of Power thro' 
all the Degrees of Military Offices, and being 
abſolute Maſter of Egypt, when the Soltan. Nou- 
reddin wrote to him as his Subject, Saladin 
was ſo humble. as to ſtile himſelf only the Ge- 
neral of his Armies; and, after that Soltan's 
Deceaſe, he acknowledged his Son to be his 
Sovereign, tho' abundantly ſhort of his Fa- 
ther's Authority and Power. The. Muſſillman 
Hiſtorians inſiſt more on the Juſtice, Libe- 
rality, Moderation, Humility and Patience 
of Saladin, than on his Military Vertues, which 
rendered him famous thro' the whole Courſe 
of his Reign; ſo that he and Noureddin are, 
by them, ranked among their greateſt Saints, 
as well as among their greateſt Monarchs and 
Warriors, and therefore ſeveral of their Au- 
thors have written their Lives jointly. Aber 
Abdallah Mohammed, ſurnamed Al Kateb al 
Esfahani, Secretary to that Prince, wrote the 
Hiſtory of theſe two Monarchs in ſeven Vo- 
lumes, which he calls, The Ornament of Syria ; 
and Youſef aben Tangri Wirdi intitles his Hiſ-

DEEMED Erduſt, Zaradaſh, or Zerdaſht, by 
aall which Names he goes, was the 
2X) 4 \99 famous Zoroaſter of the Ancients. 
Nie Giamasb, a noted Eaſtern Philo- 
WY ſopher, ſays, That 1300 Years af- 
began to appear, 
and taught Men the Worſhip of Fire, After 
his Death, Kshtasb, the Son of Lohorasb, who 
reign'd in 8 embraced his Religion, and 
in his Reign lived Giamasb the Philoſopher, 
who wrote the Book of the Great Conjunctions, 
called Ketab al Keramat, In this Book he ſays, 
Zerduſt appeared in the Great ConjunRion of 
the Planets, which happened in the 1 300th Year 
aſter the Deluge, in the Month Shebat, during 
the Reign of Feridoun, King of Perſia, of the 
firſt Dynaſty, named Piſdadians. Then a 
little after he ſays, that after Zoroafler, and the 
erecting of the Temples for the Worſhip of Fire, 
the ſecond Conjunction, call'd the Greateft, hap- 
pened, at which Time came out of the Moun- 
tains of the third Ciimate a Perſon ſurnamed 
The Quner of the Rod, who eſtabliſned an- 
other Religion. This is the moſt ancient Ac- 
count we have of Zoroaſter, if this Book of Gi- 
amasb be not ſuppolititious as well as the other, 
which is aſcribed, to Zoroaſter himſelf, and is - 
alſo called Ketab al Keramat.

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Perſians, who ſay, That Zoroaſter is more an- 
cient than he. he Magi, who pretend to be 
his Follewers, ſay, That he was Abraham, and 
name him ſbrahim Zerduſt, i. e. Abraham the 
Friend of the Fire. $646 
 Khendemir, in the Life of Riſhtasb, ſays, 
That Zerduſt, underſtanding by Aſtrology, 
wherein he i that there was a great 
Prophet to come, reſolved to paſs for him him- 
felf. The Demon, whom he raiſed by his In- 
<hantments, appear'd to him frequently ſur- 
rounded with Fire, and then imprinted a lumi- 
nous. Mark upon his Body, fo that he needed 
nothing more to confirm him in that impious 
and extravagant Opinion. Then he began to 
retire into remote Places, whence appearing a- 
gain on a ſudden to a few People, he declared 
his Miſſion to them, and then wrote his Book 
called. Zend, wherein he compiled all the Words 
whick the Devil, transformed into an Angel of 
Light, had ſpoken to him from amidſt the F Ire, 
The ſame Author fays, That thoſe who main- 
tain that Zoroaſter is not ſo ancient, affert; that 
this Impoſtor, underſtanding by the Books of 
the Hebrews that another was to eome after 
Moſes, like unto him, and pointed out by 2 
Star, or extraerdinary Eight, indeavoured to 
make People believe that he was the Perſon. 
The Writer of Tarikth Montekbeb ſays, Zoro- 
after was the firſt who ever taught the rine

But the Authors of Zeb-Tarikh, Tarikh Mon- 
tekheb, as alſo Mirkhond and Khondemir, do all 
make Abraham contempo with Zohak, the

That, in t 
Reign of Cambyſes, Zerduft, the Author of this 
Sect of Fire-Worſhipers, began to appear in 
Media, or, as ſome. ſay, in Afhria, and that 
he was Diſciple to 'the Prophet Elias. He 
propheſied to his Followers of the Coming of 
the Meſſiah, and foretold of the Star which was 
to appear at his Birth; told them, that they 
ſhould have the firſt News of it; that he ſhould 
be born of a Virgin, and ordered them to carr 
him Preſents, By theſe Words of the Hiſto- 
rian it appears, that the Propheſy of Balaam, 
the Son of Berr, had ſpread far in the Eaſt, 
and that the Magi, who came to worſhip the 
Infant Zeus, were really Magi of Perſia, and 
not Kings of Arabia. 

The Greeks, in their Hiſtories, make Zore- 
after contemporary with Ninus, who reigned in 
Abraham's Time, which occaſions many of our 
Authors to believe, that Belus, the Predeceſſor 
of Ninus, and Founder of the Affjrian Monar- 
ehy, was the ſame with Nimrod. - ; 

. Aben Batrik ſays, Zoroafter lived in the Reign 
of Smerdis, Succeſſor .to Camby/es, and Prede- 
ceſſor to Darius King of Perſia ; and in an- 
other Place, he fays, that Zoroaſter, Author of 
the Sabian Sect, whom he confounds with the 


Magi, lived under Thamunith, King of Perſia

of the krit Dynaſty of the Piſhdadians.

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There are other Writers, both Ancient and 
Modern, who will needs have it, that Zoroaſter 
was only the Reformer, and not the Inventor 
of Magiſm ; and, in Effect, we read in the Hiſ- 
tory of the moſt ancient Kings of Perſſa, that 
the Worſhip of Fire began in the Time of 
Caiumarrath, the firſt Founder of that great 
Monarchy which they term the Perſian, but 
the Latins and Greeks call the Afyrian Monar- 
chy. It began, they ſay, on this Occaſion ; 
Siamek, Son of Catumarrath, being aſſaſſinated 
by Robbers, his Father ordered a great Fune- 
ral-Pile to be kindled on the Place where he 
was buried, and all his Subjects, ſtriving to out- 
do each other, kindled Fires throughout Perſia, 
to teſtify their Sorrow and Veneration for that 
Prince, ſo that by Degrees thoſe Fires became 
the Objects of their Worſhip, and the Foun- 
dation of their Religion. Aben Batrik will 
have Zoroafter to have been one of thoſe Who 
helped to build the Tower of Babel ; and ſome | 
affirm him to be Dhohak, one of the Kings of .

returned into the Right Way. The Author of 
the Nighiariftan ſays, that Mahmoud the Son 
of Sebekteghin, the firſt Soltan of the Dynaſty 
of the Gaznavides, underſtanding that there 
were divers Perſons of great Fame for Learn- 
ing, and among others Avicenna, at the Court 
of Mamoun, King or Sultan of Khouarezm, he 
diſpatched Meſſengers to defire the ſaid Prince 
to let them come to Khoraſ/an that he might 
ſce them. Many of thoſe Doctors agreed to 
oblige the Soltan in this Point, but Avicenna 
conſtantly refuſed ; however he obliged to 
leave Mamoun's Court with the others; but, in- 
ſtead of going to Khoraſſan, went to Giorgiana. 
Soltan Mahmoud, being hereat incenſed, ſent his 
Pictures about in dry Colours for any Man to 
apprehend him, who could find him on the 
Roads; but in vain: For Avicenna was arrived 
at a public Time in Giorgiani, where he per- 


formed admirable Cures. Cabous, who then 


reigned in that Country, being informed, that - 
Phyſic was adminiſtered there by aStranger, with 
ſo much Succeſs, he ſent for him to viſit a 
Nephew of his whom he dearly loved, and who 
was confined to bis Bed by a Diſtemper which 
no Phyſician of the Country underſtood. Avi- 
cenna had no ſooner: touched the Patient's Pulſe 

and ſeen his Water, buthe judg'd that his Ailment 
proceeded from Love, which he concealed and 
durſt not made known to his Uncle, But, to

put the Matter out of all Doubt, he ſent for 


the Head Steward of the Prince's Palace, and 
deſired him to name, in his Patient's Hearing, 


all its Quarters and Apartments (he then fee].

one of them the Pulſe beat higher than ordi- 
nary ; then he directed him to name the Per. 
fons who lodg'd in thoſe Apartments, and at 
the mentioning one of the Females, he found 
his Pulſe beat ſo very quick that he no longer 
goubted of her being the Object of his Patient's 
Love, and who had reduced him to that Ex- 
tremity ; and therefore ſay'd, that the only Re- 
medy was to give him the Perſon he ſo affect- 
ed.

He was a Man 
of great Courage, and very enterpriſing, 
Moeaw⅛iah made him Governor of Baſſorab, 
purpoſely to ſuppreſs the ſtrange Diſorders com- 
mitted- there every Night. Ziad being ſettled 
in his Office, ubliche a ſtrict Order, forbid- 
ing any Perfon, on Pain of Death, to appear 


in the Streets after Evening Prayer, and ap- 
pointing a Band of ſtout Men for that 8

two hundred Perſons, whom he found Abroad 
contrary to his Orders, the firſt Night. The

-vernor of rac, It is reported of him, that he 
always fought againſt unequal Numbers of 
Troops, and would without Heſitation fall up- 
upon a Body ten thouſand ſtrong with only one 
thouſand, and yet was never defeated but in 
one Rencounter, and in that he loſt his Life, 
This Battle happened on the River 1 7 in 
Syria, which Shebib indeavouring to paſs over 
in a Skiff when it was extraordinarily ſwelled, 
he fell into the Water with his Armor on, and 
could not be ſaved, tho* he roſe thrice upon the 
Surface, and ſome ſay, that every Time he came 
up he ſpake of God, and that the laſt Words he 
pronounc'd were, Such is the Decree of the Al- 
mighty. His Corpſe being taken up, and open- 
ed, they found his Heart as ſolid as a Stone, 
The News of his Death being carried to his

Battel to the * Mamoun's Army, com- 
manded by Aben Hamid, whom he defeated and 
killed with his own Hand. This Victory ren- 
dered hini ſo powerful, that Motaſſem, who 
ſucceeded Mamoun, was obliged to employ 
the whole Force of the Empire to reduce him 
to his Duty. To that Purpoſe the Khalifa 
raiſed a very conſiderable Army, and gave the 
Command of it to Haidar, Son of Kaous, ſur- 
named Afhin, who was a Turk born, and for- 
merly a Slave, but, being employ'd in ſeveral 
Military Offices, he acquired the Reputation of 
a great Captain. This Afhim marched with 
his Army into Adberbejan, where a deal of his 
Time was taken up in rebuilding the Caſtles 
which Babek had demoliſhed between Arzen- 
jan and Ardevil.

The 
Art and Skill ufed in thoſe Buildings were ſo 
reat, that oneStone faſtened together the whole 
awry and the Colour of the Stones of the 
Walls changed ſeveral Times daily. The Ara- 
tian Hiſtoriographers ſay, that Noman gave 
rich Preſents to that Architect; but after having 
conſidered, that the Man might build others of 
the ſame Sort, or diſcover to his Enemies the 
Stone which was, as we may ſay, the Key of the 
whole Fabric, he ordered him to be caſt Head- 
long from the higheſt Turret into the Mote.

HE Author: of Caberman Nameb 
ſays, he was the Son of Caberman, 
= ſurnamed Catel, the Slayer, or Con- 
P paeeror, named alſo the Second Co- 

A berman becauſe of his Valour, Bor- 
rage, the Philoſopher who caſt his Horoſcope 
gave him the Title of Div, which in the Per- 
hen Tonne ſignifies a Giant, He had like 3» 
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the Title of Neriman, or the Undaunted, and 
Souwar, the Rider, or Queller of Horſes, which 
laſt Epithet remained inſeparable from his Name, 
becauſe this Hero, having entered armed into 
the Iſland Darem, which was accounted utterly 
unacceſſible, becauſe of the terrible Monſters 
and other fierce Animals which abounded there, 
he quelled the- worſt of them, and more par- 
ticularly the wildeſt and moſt dangerous of all, 
called Soham. This furious Monſter was ſo 
named becauſe it was of the Colour and Na- 
ture of Iron; but Sam made it ſo tame and 
tractable, that, according to the Hiſtory, or 
rather Romance, he uſed it as his Charging- 
Horſe in all his Wars againſt the Giants ; and 
becauſe thoſe Divs, to whom he became terri.- 
ble, were wont to ſay when he approached 
them, Lo l here comes Sam the Souwar, or 
Tamer of SOHAM, therefore he retained that 
Surname Souwar. Sam was General to Feri- 
daun, King of- the firſt Dynaſty of Perſia, at 
which Time he conquered Conus, ſurnamed Ele- 


phant's Teeth, . Leb Tarekh ſays, that Sam was 
., alſo General to Feridown, the eighth King of 


the Dynaſty of the Piſhdadians, who gave him 
the Title of the Hero of both Worlds, and 
that he died in the Reign of Afraſial the ninth 
Monarch of the ſame Dynaſty. The Perfian 
Hiſtorians ſay he expoſed. his Son Zalxen aſſoon 
as he was born, the Child being covered all over 
with Hair of a Gold Colour; but, being mov- 


ed with Compaſſion} he took him in again, and 
bred him. up. with himſelf, and he became a very

Hs memorable Perſon had been 
Vaꝛrir, or Prime Miniſter, to Sol- 
A, tal Motoayad al Doulat, of the 
Bouaide Dynaſty, who dying with- 
" cout Iflue, [omar] called in the De- 
ceaſed's Brother, Fathr al Doulat, who had fled 
to Khoraſan, to ſucceed him, and he was im- 
mediately owned as Sovereign throughout all 
his man: By Dominions. Fakhr al Doulat, in 
Acknowledgment of /&mae/s ſignal. Service, 
not only: confirmed him in bis Office of Mair, 
but intruſted him intirely with the whole Ma- 
nagement of his Affairs, and honoured him with 
the Title of Sabeb, which ſignifies Companion 
and Friend; and hence it came to paſs. that 
this Muir was ever after called Sabel aben 
Ebad, and thoſe who ſucceeded him aſſumed 
the ſame Title. He was a very wiſe and learn- 
ed Man, and it is affirmed, That his Library 
was ſo numerous; that he had 400 Camels to 
carry his Books. when he went on a Journey. 
He wrote ſeveral Treatiſes, and one particular- 
ly upon the Art of Poetry. He died A. H. 385,

made a Quatrain againſt Atfiz, who then paſ- 


ſed for a Rebel, and fixing it to an Arrow con- 
vey'd it by that Means into the Caſtle. Re- 
ſbidi, having read it, anſwered it immediately 
by a bitter ſatyrical Diſtich upon Sanjar, and 
ſent it into his Camp that ſame Way. Sanjar 
was ſo much i at the Boldneſs of the 
Poet, that he proteſted, if he fell into his Hands 
alive, he would have him cut into ſeven Pieces : 
And it happened that A:/iz being forced, after a 
long Siege, to abandon the Caſtle, Reſbidi 
actually fell alive into Sagjan's Hands; and,

Fortifications of Tyipoli. A Merchant of Aleppo 
redeemed him for. ten Ducats of Gold, and gave 
him a hundred more to marry his Daughter, 
who proved ſuch a Shrew, that he could not 
forbear making Mention of her in his Works, 
and particularly in his 7 a Book which 
he compoſed Part in Proſe and Part in Verſe. 
A, H. 656, which was the fatal Vear of the 
Walifat. He wrote alſo the Beſtan and Mola- 
mast: Guliftan, ſignifies, a Garden of Roſes.

« brizians reſembled that? And fo thoſe two 
great Poets became acquainted. Saad! died at 
the Age of 120. A. H. 691, and was buried at 
Bagdad.

HE Name of this celebrated Per ian 
Prince, who was both Son and Fa- 
mer of Heroes, was Zal, and cal- 
led Zal- zer becauſe of his Golden 
coloured Hair, with which his Bo- 
dy was very full when he came into the World, 
as has been hinted. He it was who expelled 4- 
frafiab, the great Turkiſh Potentate, out of Per- 
fia, and ſet the Perſſian Diadem on the Head of 
Zab, or Zou aben Thamasb, the laſt Piſhdadian 
Monarch. He was taken and impriſoned by 
Bahaman, the Son of Asfendiar. He eſcaped 
from him this Time; but, many Years after, 
he again fell into his Hands, and was put to 
Death by his Order. This Bahaman was the 
Sixth Soltan of the Second Dynaſty of Per ſian 
Monarchs, called Caianians. 0 l 
He eſpouſed Roudabah, Daughter of Prince 
 Mabarab, Vice- roy of Cabouliftan, a Province 
on the Borders of India, towards the North.
